Schmidt added that a recent 
nirvey of the real estate mar­ 
ket by NAREB's Department 
of Research also shows In­ 
creased activity with more

"TIIIS SURVEY found that 
more families are entering the 
real estate market with person­ 
al income and levels of employ­ 
ment on the rise," he said.

Another factor which should
contribute to increasing real 
citato activity is the ample 
supply of funds available for 
residential mortgages, Schmidt 
pointed out.

'The 160 realtors in the Tor- 
rancc-Lomita area, through 
their membership in the local 
board and NAREB, are excep­ 
tionally well qualified to help 
answer the increasing demand 
for homes," he said. "They are 
well informed about the latest 
national and local trends in 
real estate and are pledged 
to abide by NAREB's estab­ 
lished Code of Ethics."
